Tory federal budget delays tough decisions 



wide lead last autumn af¬ 
ter Ignatieff vowed to 
bring down the govern¬ 
ment have since narrowed, 
putting the Liberals and 
Tories in a dead heat or giv¬ 
ing the Conservatives a 
small lead.

Hard decisions on 
wrestling a monstrous 
deficit have been punted 
one year down the road by 
a Conservative budget 
that promises dramatic fu¬ 
ture cuts, but leaves the 
punishing ground game 
for later. 

The two-month suspen¬ 
sion of Parliament that 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said was required 
to “recalibrate” his govern¬ 
ment’s agenda now comes 
down to just five words: 
Over to you, Stockwell 
Day. 

The Treasuiy Board 
president was posi¬ 
tioned as Harper’s “Dr. 
No” when he was appoint¬ 
ed to his new cabinet post 
in January. Day may have 
to shave his head, get a cat,

The budget forecasts a 
deficit of $53.8 billion this

Environment, arts and poverty short-changed 


Budget 


Budget Day may have 
been thumbs-up for 
Stephen Harper and Jim 
Flaherty, but it was 
thumbs-down for four of 
their hies. 

The environment, arts, 
poverty and international 
initiatives got short shrift 
in Thursday’s budget. 

• Environment: Watch¬ 
dog Equiterre’s Stephen 
Guilbeault is crying false 
advertising. 

Although Wednesday's 
throne speech boasted a 
commitment to climate 
change, there are few 
budget measures directly 
related to it. 

“Climate change is men 


tioned three times in the 
throne speech,” said Guil¬ 
beault. “Nowhere is that 
commitment mentioned 
in the budget.” 

Guilbeault added: “I 
thought last year we’d hit 
rock bottom. I think I was 
wrong.” 

• International: A Harper 
promise to focus interna¬ 
tional aid efforts on mater¬ 
nal and child health is not 
matched with aid funding. 

• Arts: There is not a single 
mention of the arts in ei¬ 
ther the throne speech or 
the budget. 

TV networks who might 
have hoped for help with 
next year’s transition to 
digital broadcasts might 
have to wait until the fed¬ 
eral regulator finishes a se¬ 
ries of studies. 


• Poverty: There are few 
measures to help the poor. 

Single working parents 
will get a tax break that al¬ 
lows them to keep more of 
the $100 cheque they re¬ 
ceive eveiy month for each 
child under six. 

There is also an easing of 
the rules on charities, al¬ 
though it is unclear if that 
will mean more money for 
those in need.

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Re-evaluate city’s safety priorities 




W hat’s your 
idea of a 
safe city? 
For many of 
us, the first 
things that come to mind 
are not having to woriy 
about being mugged in the 
downtown or attacked on 
a bus, not being caught in 
the crossfire of a gang 


shootout, not being 
stabbed for our pocket 
change, and not having 
our homes firebombed by 
some mouth breather who 
has the wrong address for 
his intended victim. 

Those are certainly 
things that all of us want 
to avoid. But just how like¬ 
ly are they to happen? Not 
very likely if you look at 
the statistics. The over¬ 
whelming majority of us 
are not going to be victims 
of a violent crime. Howev¬ 
er, there are many other 
things that present a clear 
and present danger to our 
health and well-being that 
do not get the attention 


they deserve. 

First on my list are unlit 
and uncontrolled cross¬ 
walks that present an invi¬ 
tation to injuiy and death. 
At some point, all of us are 
going to have to cross 
some road or another. 
Without warning lights for 


signals to tell drivers we 
are going to do so, we are 
putting ourselves at risk. 

Another, and less obvi¬ 
ous risk to our health, is 
the sidewalks in the city 
that are in desperate need 
of repair. The risk they 
pose to all and sundry only 


increases in the winter. 
Many sidewalks have set¬ 
tled on an angle over time. 
This means that when 
snow melts water pools on 
them. No matter how dili¬ 
gent we are at cleaning 
them, we cannot make wa¬ 
ter run uphill. With the 
freeze-and-thaw cycles at 
this time of year, that 
means there will always be 
ice to victimize the un¬ 
wary. 

It’s one thing to take a 
tumble and bruise your 
tailbone when you are 
young. It’s quite another to 
take a fall when you are 
older and break a hip 
bone. We certainly want 


our older citizens to feel 
comfortable and safe in 
the city they have helped 
build. But they can’t do 
that if something as simple 
as a sidewalk poses a 
threat to them. 

The reason for not re¬ 
pairing our sidewalks, in¬ 
stalling traffic lights and so 
on is always a lack of mon¬ 
ey. Yet we can find millions 
of dollars to support the In¬ 
dy and make an Expo bid. 

It would seem to me that 
we have our priorities 
wrong.

We’ve been investigat¬ 
ing stories like Dale’s and, 
in fact, have put out a call 
for Canada’s worst cell¬ 
phone bill. As part of our 
research, we’ve learned

that navigating the cell¬ 
phone company plans and 
contracts can be a mine¬ 
field. 

We have put together 
some tips for you — so you 
can avoid the ugly surprise 
that Dale got. 

Check your bill regular¬ 
ly — and carefully. Spot¬ 
ting a problem quickly can 
help your case. If you don’t 
understand a charge, ask 
your phone company to 
explain. 

Document everything. 

Whether you’re dealing 
with a customer service 
representative at a call 
centre, store, or kiosk, get 
as much as you can in 
writing or write down the 
details yourself. Get the 
rep’s name, the details of 
your plan, how they’ve of¬ 
fered to fix your issue, and 
date your notes in case 
you have to refer to them 


later. 

Talk to a manager or su¬ 
pervisor. If you’re getting 
nowhere with front-line 
reps, ask to speak with a 
manager. If you’re dealing 
with a call centre, you may 
encounter more resist¬ 
ance, so you’ll need pa¬ 
tience. And if you are re¬ 
fusing to pay your bills in 
the interim, cellphone 
companies could suspend 
your service or report you 
to a collection agency. 

Complain to a third par¬ 
ty. Report your grief to the 
Commissioner of Com¬ 
plaints for Telecommuni¬ 
cations Services. If you’re 
getting the runaround, it 
can make the company 
deal with it, and if you 
don’t like the outcome it 
may investigate further. 

Check out the competi¬ 
tion. There are online 
services that can suggest 


better plans for you than 
the one you might cur¬ 
rently have. They might 
even suggest a better plan 
at your same company so 
you don’t have to worry 
about cancellation 

charges. 

Make the cellphone 
companies compete for 
your business. Tell them 
you’ll be talking to others 
to find the best deal. And 
even when you’re ready to 
sign on, get the shortest 
term possible to keep flex¬ 
ible as your needs change 
and rates get more com¬ 
petitive.

teroid that killed off the 
dinosaurs. 

Think you’ve heard that 
before? You’re right. In 
1980, Louis Alvarez and 
his son Walter published a 
paper blaming the di¬ 
nosaur extinction 65 mil¬ 
lion years ago on an aster¬ 
oid impact. 


The probable crater was 
later found at Chicxulub, 
Mexico, and the idea 
gained wide scientific ac¬ 
ceptance. In the past few 
years, however, sugges¬ 
tions were made that the 
demise of the dinosaurs 
might have been caused 
by the eruption of volca¬ 
noes, known as the Dec- 
can Traps, in India, or mul¬ 
tiple asteroid impacts. 


That prompted 41 geolo¬ 
gists, paleontologists and 
other researchers to come 
together to review the da¬ 
ta. 

Their conclusion, pub¬ 
lished in Friday’s edition 
of the journal Science: It 
was a giant asteroid that 
blasted a cloud around the 
world that led to the end 
of the dinosaurs.

Gaza’s Islamic Hamas gov¬ 
ernment on Thursday 
banned men from 
working in women’s hair 
salons, the latest step in 
its campaign to impose 
strict Islamic customs on 
Gaza’s 1.5 million people. 

Since seizing Gaza in 
2007, Hamas has taken 
steps in that direction while 
avoiding a frontal assault on 
secularism. The majority of 
Gaza residents are conserva¬ 
tive Muslims, but Hamas is 
under growing pressure 
from more radical groups to 
prove its fundamentalist 
credentials by imposing 
ever harsher edicts. 

The latest measure irked 
one of the victims of the 
ban. 

“Next thing you know, 
they will ban doctors from 
treating women, and will 
only let women treat 
women,” said Baralcat al- 
Ghoul, a 44-year-old hair¬ 
dresser. “Tomorrow, they 
will ban everything.” 

Al-Ghoul, who has cut 
women’s hair for 26 years, 
said a ban would be devas¬ 
tating. He said he has no 
other way of making a liv-

ing. Islamic tradition for¬ 
bids women from showing 
their hair to men who are 
not their husbands or blood 
relatives. Until now, 
though, exceptions were 
made for the eight known 
male hairdressers in 
women’s salons in Gaza 
City. 

Since Israel’s withdrawal 
from Gaza in 2005, small ul¬ 
tra-radical Islamic groups 
have sprung up. Known as 
Jihadi Salafis, they advocate 
holy war and a strict, funda¬ 
mentalist brand of Islam, 
dismissing Hamas as too 
pragmatic. 

They are suspected in 
dozens of bombings of In¬ 
ternet cafes, music stores 
and other alleged purveyors 
of vice. All cinemas and bars 
closed years ago.

Leonard Asper steps 
down as Canwest CEO 


After a long battle to 
remain at the helm of Can- 
west Global Communica¬ 
tions, Leonard Asper 
announced Thursday he 
has resigned as president 
and CEO of the crumbling 
newspaper and broadcast 
empire founded by his fa¬ 
ther. 

The move, widely ex¬ 
pected after Calgaiy cable 
giant Shaw Communica¬ 
tions won bankruptcy 
court approval to take con¬ 
trol of Canwest’s broad¬ 
casting assets, nearly sev¬ 
ers the last Asper family tie 
to the Winnipeg company. 
Leonard’s brother and sis¬ 
ter, David and Gail Asper, 


resigned from the Canwest 
board last month, though 
technically the family still 
holds a controlling block 
of multiple-vote shares in 
Canwest. 

In a brief [ 
note to Can- | 
west staff, 

Leonard As¬ 
per — the 
son of Can- 
west 

founder Is- Leonard Asper 
rael (Izzy) 

Asper who died in 2003 — 
expressed little emotion as 
he announced his depar¬ 
ture as a “natural time for 
me to move on.” 

“This decision did not 



come without a lot of care- 
fill consideration,” wrote 
Asper. 

“Taking this action now 
will also allow me to pur¬ 
sue other business oppor¬ 
tunities and avoid any con¬ 
flict of interest that I may 
have.” 

Asper, 45, will continue 
on as a consultant to Can- 
west until the restructur¬ 
ing process has been com¬ 
pleted. 

Canwest’s TV business 
will continue to be man¬ 
aged by Peter Viner and 
senior management at 
newspaper publishing and 
online operations will stay 
the same, the Canadian press

Canadian Western Bank 
says its first-quarter earn¬ 
ings and revenue hit a 
company record high, with 
net income rising by 56 
per cent from a year earli¬ 
er to $40 million. 

The Edmonton-based 
bank said Thursday its to¬ 
tal revenue for the three- 
month period ended Jan. 
31 was $98.1 million, up 30 
per cent from $25.6 mil¬ 
lion in the first quarter of 
fiscal 2009, which ended 
Oct. 31. 

“CWB is positioned early 
in the year to surpass its 
fiscal 2010 minimum tar¬ 
gets, except for loan 
growth, by a considerable 
margin,” the bank said. 

The bank had set a 2010 
minimum target of 10 per 
cent loan growth but has 
only achieved three per 


cent so far, it said. 

“Meeting our target for 
double-digit loan growth 
will be challenging until 
we enter a period of sus¬ 
tained economic growth, 
but we are very positive 
about our position to capi¬ 
talize on growth opportu¬ 
nities once the economic 
recovery takes hold,” CWB 
said.

The Razzies, the Golden 
Raspberiy Award Founda¬ 
tion’s annual salute to the 
very worst in film, has act¬ 
ed as a kind of snarky 
younger sibling to the Os¬ 
cars since it started humbly 
in 1980, growing into what 
E!

screen.” The two films lead¬ 
ing this year’s pack, with 
seven nominations each, 
are Transformers: Revenge 
of the Fallen and Land of 
the Lost. 

Worst Actress nominee 
Sandra Bullock (for “All 
About Steve”) could make 
history by being the first ac¬ 
tress to win a Razzie one 
day and an Oscar the next, 
since she’s also up for Best 
Actress at the Academy 
Awards for “the Blind Side.” 
Surprisingly, Bullock has 
said she’ll be there. “I’m 
showing up if I win,” she 
told Entertainment Weekly.

Tim Burton was born to 
adapt the surrealist fanta¬ 
sy Alice In Wonderland. 
The visually inspired film¬ 
maker is known for the 
twisted imagination and 
affection for the bizarre 
needed to translate Lewis 
Carroll’s classic universe to 
the screen. 

From a technical stand¬ 
point, his film is a triumph. 
The eye-candy will capti¬ 
vate anyone watching with 
3-D glasses. 

However, there’s little go¬ 
ing on to stimulate audi¬ 
ences beyond the visual 
flourishes. It’s a shame be¬ 
cause Burton is capable of 
more than just surface style 
and the source material of¬ 
fers plenty to explore. But 
when the package is this 
pretty, a lack of depth is for¬ 
givable. 


Surprisingly this is not a 
straight adaptation, but a 
sequel to Carroll’s original 
stories. The movie stars Mia 
Wasikowska as an older Al¬ 
ice verging on adulthood. 

Frustrated by the suffo¬ 
cating social codes of Victo¬ 
rian society, Alice escapes 
to Wonderland with no 
memory of her previous ad¬ 
ventures. 

She is reintroduced to all 
of her old friends and must 
embark on a quest to over¬ 
throw the Red Queen. It all 
amounts to a message 
about favouring individuali¬ 
ty over succumbing to the 
expectations of others, 
which is sweet but unneces¬ 
sary. The world of the film 
is so exquisitely realized 
that it’s disappointing to 
find such a conventional 
story at the centre. 

Still, no one is going to 
see this movie for complex 
storytelling and it delivers 
on plenty of other levels. A 
cast of comedians and char¬ 
acter actors like Alan Rick¬ 
man and Stephen Fry play 
all the recognizable Won¬ 
derland characters and 
clearly had a blast with 
their roles. 

Burton regulars Johnny 


Depp and Helena Bonham 
Carter take on the Mad Hat¬ 
ter and Red Queen respec¬ 
tively and unsurprisingly 
steal all or their scenes. 

It’s easy to get lost in the 
stunning visuals and per¬ 
formances, but hopefully 
Tim Burton will rediscover 
his interest in characteriza¬ 
tion and storytelling soon. 
As impressive as this film 
is, he’s capable of more.

The best thing that can be 
said about Brooklyn’s 
Finest is that it is bargain 
priced. Like a Costco DVD 
combo pack, viewers are 
treated to three derivative 
police stories for the price 
of one. Unfortunately, if 
you enjoy realistic and art¬ 
fully crafted crime films, 
you’ll have to look 


elsewhere. 

This movie plays like 
three sub-par episodes of 
NYPD Blue combined into 
an exhausting 140 min¬ 
utes. Much of the acting is 
excellent and almost 
makes some of the charac¬ 
ters believable. But for the 
most part, this is a waste of 
talent destined to stock 
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clearance sale DVD bins. 

Antoine Fuqua (Training 
Day) directs Brooklyn’s 
Finest as if it is an earnest 
drama, emphasizing the 
absurdity of the project. 
Nothing is harder to buy 
than cliches played as 
truth and the three inter¬ 
twined plots are marred 
with this issue. 

Ethan Hawke plays a 
poor police officer with an 
ever-expanding family 
who starts stealing confis¬ 
cated drug money to buy a 
new house. 

Don Cheadle plays an 
undercover officer asked 
to send a longtime friend 
to prison. And finally, 
Richard Gere plays as dis¬ 
enchanted retiring cop as¬ 
signed to train a fresh 
faced new recruit. The con¬ 
cepts are all familiar and 
they play out in obvious 
ways. 

It has to be said that 
both Ethan Hawke and 
Don Cheadle manage to 
rise above the material and 
give solid performances 
that almost make their sec¬ 
tions work. 

But “almost” is the key 
word and sadly most of 
their good work goes to 
waste. 

Richard Gere on the oth¬ 
er hand is placid through¬ 
out. His character is sup¬ 
posed to be embarrassed 
by his profession and qui¬ 
etly goes about his work 
waiting for it all to be 
over. 

There’s a sense that the 
actor feels that way about 
the movie itself and is too 
frustrated by the proceed¬ 
ings to put in any effort. 

If that’s not actually the 
case, then he at least 
should have felt that way 
along with everyone else 
involved.

tumes and running er¬ 
rands), the look of this tradi¬ 
tional retelling closely re¬ 


sembles the book’s original 
illustrations. 

Out of print for many 
years, it’s now available as a 
DVD extra on the recent 
reissue of the 1966 Alice 
starring Peter Sellers. 

The Sellers version, a 
made-for-BBC television 
movie, is as mad as a hatter. 
Director Jonathan Miller 
sought to boil the produc¬ 
tion down to the essentials, 
to dispense with the “japing 
and game play” of earlier 
versions. 

To that end none of the 
strange creatures Alice 
meets along the way are 
played by actors in animal 
costumes. 

This approach could have 
fallen flat, but when you 
have actors like John Giel¬ 
gud and Peter Cook accen¬ 
tuating the wonderful dia¬ 
logue rather than the flashy 
production design, it works.

North America hasn’t 
exactly been friendly to 
the dance pop genre in the 
last decade unless there 
has been a fresh-faced 
teen front and centre to ex¬ 
ploit.

But if you ask Victoria 
Heslceth, a.lc.a. Little Boots, 
what she thinks of her 
chances making it in Amer¬ 
ica, she seems unfazed by 
the looming challenge. 

“I’m not sure I will fit in 
with North American mu¬ 
sic,” she admits. “But I 
think that with Gaga and 
Katy Perry breaking

Boots, big shoes 


Given the nature of In¬ 
ternet memes and the hate 
so many people seem to 
have for Niclcelbaclc, the 
pickle’s victory wasn’t 
much of a surprise. But be¬ 
fore lest lovers of cured cu¬ 
cumbers get too smug over 
their victory, remember 
this: We will always need 
bands like Niclcelbaclc. And 
here’s why. 

First, Niclcelbaclc sells 
more records than just 
about any other rock band 
these days. The Dark Horse 
album has sold 420,000 
copies in Canada and an¬ 
other 2.6 million in the U.S. 
Overall, they’ve sold 2.5 
million records in Canada, 
20 million in America and 
30 million worldwide. They 
gross in the region of $100 
million in concert ticket 
sales each year. In other 
words, it’s pretty clear that 
someone must like them. 

Second, consider the 
economic spinoff. In U.S., 
Niclcelbaclc is signed to 
Roadrunner, a label that 
specializes mainly in 
heavy music — metal, es¬ 
pecially. 

If you’re a fan of metal 
— Rob Zombie, CKY, Kill- 
switch Engage, Airbourne, 
Trivium — you have Road- 
runner to thank. Great 
groups with solid cred 
with metal fans, but none 
of them sell records in 
tremendous numbers. 
Therefore, their careers — 
their very existence — 
needs to be subsidized by 
the profits generated by 
the few big bands on Road- 
runner that consistently 
turn a profit. This includes 
Slipknot, Megadeth — and 
Niclcelbaclc. 

This means that metal 
fans should want Niclcel- 
baclc to sell as many 
records as possible so that 
Roadrunner can help keep 
bands like Cradle of Filth, 
Opeth and Hatebreed in 
business. 

There’s also an impor¬ 
tant Canadian connection 
here. Are you a fan of Billy 
Talent and Alexis onfire? 
Want them to do well in 
America? Then root for 
Niclcelbaclc because both 
bands are signed to Road¬ 
runner in the U.S. Niclcel- 
baclc profits are being used 
to support both bands in 
their quest for continent¬ 
wide success. 

This doesn’t mean you 
have to like Niclcelbaclc. 
But they do play an impor¬ 
tant part in the whole 
ecosystem of metal.

through it does seem that 
maybe America is getting 
more into pop so maybe it 
will work for me.” 

If Little Boots sounds con¬ 
fident that’s because she 
knows the tide is turning.

New series bands together 

Band of Brothers producers take on WWII in The Pacific 


The United States* Nation¬ 
al World War II Museum 
rolled out the red carpet 
this week for Tom Hanks 
and the stars of a new 
HBO miniseries set during 
that war. 

Hanks is an executive 
producer of The Pacific, a 
10-part miniseries that fol¬ 
lows three U.S. Marines 
fighting in the Pacific The¬ 
ater during the Second 
World War. 

Hanks joined the minis- 
eries’ stars — James Badge 
Dale, Jon Seda and Joe 
Mazzello — for a screening 
of the first episode at the 
city’s convention centre, 
followed by a reception at 
the New Orleans museum. 

“War movies are 
never accurate to 
war veterans but I 
think this is maybe 
the best one I’ve 
seen so far.”

The Pacific, which de¬ 
buts on HBO on March 14, 
depicts some of the war’s 
bloodiest battles, includ¬ 
ing Guadalcanal, Iwo Jima 
and Okinawa. 

Dale, Seda and 
Mazzello each 
play real-life 
men who 
fought in the 
Pacific cam¬ 
paign.

Before the 10-month 
shoot started in Australia, 
the cast endured a gruel¬ 
ing 10-day “boot camp” un¬ 
der the direction of Dale 
Dye, an actor and military 
advisor whose screen cred¬ 
its include Saving Private 
Ryan. 

They also met with rela¬ 
tives of the men they por¬ 
trayed and veterans who 
fought in the battles por¬ 
trayed in the miniseries. 

“These are the guys 
we’re doing it for,” said 
Dale, who plays the late 
Robert Leclcie. 

“This is their story. 
These are the men who 
have been there.” 

Mazzello, who plays the 
late Eugene Sledge, said 
his grandfather fought in 
the Pacific, and died dur¬ 
ing the miniseries’ film¬ 
ing. 

“Before he died, he got 
to know that I was going to 
be doing this and I was go¬ 
ing to be honouring men 
like him,” he said. 

Seda downplayed com¬ 
parisons between the two 
miniseries, saying The Pa¬ 
cific shows a different side 
of war than Band of Broth¬ 
ers. 

“We’re just dy¬ 
ing to keep in 
line with what 
they started, 
which was to 
i honour all 
the men on 
both sides, 
from the Pa¬ 
cific to 

fe 



Europe, and honour all 
the men who sacri¬ 
ficed,” he said. 

Sid Phillips, 85, 
of Mobile, Ala- 
I bama, who is por- 
I trayed by Ashton 
Holmes in the 
miniseries, was 17 
years old when he 
fought on Guadal¬ 
canal. 


He said he was struck by 
how the miniseries cap¬ 
tured what he remembers 
about the war, including 
the density and wetness of 
the jungle. 

“War movies are never 
accurate to war veterans 
but I think this is maybe 
the best one I’ve seen so 
far,” Phillips said.
